make a review of intelligence activities against North Korea in light of’ 
General Bonesteel's statement concerning the need for more and better intelligence 
coverage of North Korea, and report its findings and recommendations to the Board. 
The results of the review are detailed in pages 8-47 of the CCPC report, and its 
Conclusions and Recommendations are submitted in pages 4-7. The Chairman of the 
CCPC in forwarding the requested study recommends that USIB: (a) note the study, 
(b) approve the conclusions (p. 4-6) and (c) approve the recommendations (p. 7). 
There were no major disagreements in the coordination of this study and 
General Reynolds does not anticipate any particular problems at USIB. 
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
